The  White 
Hall  hotel  will  have  a  delegation  from  Pitts- 
ton,  another  from  Clarion  county,  one  from 
Bellefonte  and  a  West  Chester  club.  All 
tbeboanding  houses  and  sma’ler  hotels  will 
also  have  their  full  4uota  of  guests  and  the 
city  is  preparing  for  a  week  of  political  ex¬ 
citement. 

mm  UP  THU  CURTAIN 

A  Brief  Glance  at  the  Sitnarion  ns  it  Looks 
This  Afternoon. 

I  This  morning  the  preliminary  work  of 
I  the  convention  was  commenced  in  earnest  at 
the  Lochiel  Hotel,  where  all  the  leading  can- 
1  didates  have  opened  headquarters.  The 
ij  weather  is  not  more  intensely  hot  than  the 
interest  in  the  outcome  of  the  greatest  polit¬ 
ical  contest  that  has  ever  agitated  the  Re¬ 
publican  party  in  this  State.  Banners 
and  badges  are  displayed  more  numerously 
than  at  any  convention  since  1873.  Some 
enthusiasts  wear  upon  their  breasts  the 
badges  of  all  the  candidates  and  thus  illus¬ 
trate  the  good  feeling  that  prevails,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  red-hot  character  of  the  can¬ 
vass. 

Senator  Quay,  who  holds  the  key  to  the 
situation,  is  at  his  home  in  Beaver  and  will 
not  be  here  unless  something  occurs  which 
may  demand  his  presence.  He  will  be  kept 
constantly  advised  of  the  situation  by  the 
nimble  telegrapher.  Senator  Delama¬ 
ter,  General  Hastings  and  Secretary 
Stone  were  all  on  the  ground 
last  night,  but  they  did  not 
regularly  open  their  headquarters  at  the 
Lochiel  until  this  morning.  Each  visited 
the  other,  and  the  casual  observer  could  not 
detect  in  their  manner  toward  each  other  the 
slightest  evidence  of  bitterness.  Senator 
Delamater  is  not  more  confident  of  the  nomi¬ 
nation  for  Governor  to-day  than  General 
Hastings,  and  Secretary  Stone  is  likewise  in  a 
happy  frame  of  mind  over  the  outlook. 
Major  Montooth,  the  favorite  son  of 
Allegheny  county,  will  be  here  to-night  and 
that  other  popular  candidate,  Thomas  J. 
Stewart,  who  will  succeed  himself  as  Secre¬ 
tary  of  Internal  Affairs,  will  also  come  with 
the  twilight.  E.  K.  Martin,  the  genial  Lan¬ 
caster  candidate  for  Lieutenant  Governor, 
who  hopes  to  succeed  with  Senator  Delam' 
ter,  is  on  the  ground  and  is  doing  ;iome 
lively  hustling. 

It  is  stated  upon  good  authority  that  the 
Allegheny  delegation  will  stick  to  Montooth 


through  thick  and  thin,  and  that  he  will  not 
consider  second  place  on  the  ticket.  Dele 
gates  are  arriving  bj  every  train  and  the 
crowd  already  here  assures  the  largest  at¬ 
tendance  at  any  convention  ever  held  in  this 
city. 

Collector  David  Martin  and  other  Phila¬ 
delphians  will  arrive  this  afternoon,  and  to¬ 
morrow  morning  the  clubs  and  bands  will 
begin  their  assault  upon  the  town. 

Col.  j.  J.  Carter,  of  Titusville,  will 
present  the  name  of  Senator  Dela- 
mater,  and  W.  E.  Rice,  a  promi¬ 
nent  lawyer  and  his  law  partner  at  Warren, 
will  nominate  Secretary  Stone.  It  is  not 
yet  definitely  known  who  will  place  General 
Hastings’  name  before  the  convention.  There 
are  several  eloquent  speakers  who  have  re¬ 
quested  the  privilege.  This  matter  will  be 
settled  this  afternoon. 

There  is  but  one  constesting  delegation, 
and  that  is  from  Berks,  where  the  High  and 
and  anti-High  factions  are  at  swords’  points. 
This  contest  is  the  result  of  a  bitter  fight 
for  local  supremacy,  and  the  convention  will 
have  to  handle  the  contestants  with  gloves 
in  order  to  escape  a  snarl  and  ugly  conse¬ 
quences. 

As  it  stands  this  afternoon  there  is  no 
change  in  the  situation  and  the  lines  of  all 
the  candidates  remain  firm.  General 

Hastings  intimated  that  there  might  be 
interesting  developments  to-morrow,  but 
at  this  time  it  would  be  no  easy 
matter  to  guess  the  .‘ticket  that  will 
be  named  on  Wednesday.  Some  shrewd 
,  politicians  construe  the  intention  of  Senator 
Quay  to  remain  away  from  Harrisburg  as  a 
;  signific.ant  evidence  of  his  determination  to 
j  let  the  convention  have  its  own  way. 

The  convention  meets  at  10  o’clock  Wed¬ 
nesday  morning,  and  Resident  Clerk  Voor- 
hees  and  others  are  having  the  Opera  House 
gorgeously  decorated  for  the  occasion.

ARRIVAL  OF  THE  CLUBS. 


OOSSIP  ABOUT  TAEIOUS  MATTERS. 


There  is  a  crash  of  brass  bands  in  Harris¬ 
burg  to-day  and  music  in  the  air,  and  cheers 
and  harmony  and  things,  so  much  so  in  fact 
that  nobody  thinks  of  anything  else  but  poli¬ 
tics  and  the  great  Republican  convention  to 
be  held  here  to-morrow  to  nominate  a  win¬ 
ning  ticket.  The  hotels  are  full  to  over¬ 
flowing,  so  much  so  that  the  crowd  of  late 
comers  have  been  compelled  to  seek  rooms 
wherever  they  could  find  them,  and  they  had 
no  choice  in  the  matter,  either.  Pretty  much 
everybody  one  meets  is  decorated  with  the 
colors  of  one  or  the  other  of  the  candidates, 
and  some  enthusiastic  Republicans  wear  tbe 
badges  of  all  the  candidates,  expressing  no 
preference. 

During  last  night  a  great  many  delegates 
arrived,  and  by  noon  to-day  there  were 
mighty  few  who  had  not  reported  to  Cha’r- 
man  Andrews  at  his  Lochiel  headquarters. 
Some  of  them  came  in  with  the  clubs  during 
the  morning  and  marched  up  covered  with 
badges.  The  attendance  of  county  leaders 
and  prominent  men  from  all  over  the  State 
is  the  largest  ever  seen  at  a  political  conven¬ 
tion.  Almost  everybody  who  is  anybody  is 
here,  and  the  array  of  big  men — men  who 
have  been  prominent  in  the  party  councils — 
embraces  neerly  every  man  of  account  in  tbe 
Republican  party.  The  rank  and  file,  too, 
are  here  in  force  and  they  are  exceedingly 
enthusiastic  for  their  candidates. 

The  situation  on  the  Gubernatorial  ques¬ 
tion  is  practically  unchanged,  and  the  wise 
ones  say  it  will  remain  so  until  to-night,  bv 
which  time  the  odds  and  ends  will  be  gath¬ 
ered  up,  and  our  people  will  know  where 


1  they  stand.  They  don't  know  j|»at  to-dav, 

I  and  there  'ia  going  to  be  adeallW  politicating 
up  to  midnight  to-night.  -'y 
I  A  visit  to  the  various  headquarters  finds 
each  candidate  brimming  with  confidence. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  Delamater  people 
1  are  the  most  sanguine.  They  insist  that 
their  man  is  a  winner,  and  that  he  cannot  be 
beaten.  Senator  Delamater  said:  “fhere 
1  is  no  question  as  to  my  nomina¬ 

tion,  if  pledges  go  for  anything.  I 
have  tlie  delegates  and  they  cannot  be 
taken  from  me.  What  is  more,  they  will 
stand  by  me  to  the  end.  I  am  not  afraid  ot 
a  combine  of  the  field.  When  that  time 
comes  you  will  see  that  I  will  get  as  many  of 
the  floating  delegates  as  anybody.  Mr. 
Ddlamater’s  people  re-echoed  in  a  confident 
way  what  he  so  emphatically  asserted.  It  is 
an  unsettled  question  whether  he  will  insist 
on  ft  noimnation  on-the  ilrst  ballot,  or  let  it 
go  until  the  second  ballot.  The  mattCT  is 
now  being  discussed,  and  is  not  yet  settled. 

At  General  Hastings’  headquarters  all  is 
bustle  and  activity.  His  many  friends  called 
on  him  to-day,  and  gave  him  every  encour¬ 
agement,  and  he  is  very  hopeful.  To  the 
Telegsaph  he  said:  “It  looks  all  right, 
and  it  is  getting  better  every  hour.”  It  is 
certain  that  General  Hastings  has  received 
accessions  of  delegates  that  have  heretofore 
been  counted  against  him — notably  the  Dela¬ 
ware  delegates,  one  of  whom,  Mr.  Sehafl:er, 
will  second  his  naming  in  convention. 
William  E.  Leeds,  of  Philadelphia, 
has  charge  of  the  figure  department 
of  the  Hastings  boom,  and  said 
to  the  TklKGKAPH  :  ‘  ‘I  don’t  see  how  they  can 
defeat  Hastings.  No  man  can  be  nominated 
on  the  first  ballot,  and  on  the  second  ballot 
there  will  be  a  break  that  will  be  of  great 
benefit  to  General  Hastings.  On  the  first 
ballot  Hastings  will  have  75,  Delamater  75, 
Montooth  30,  Stone  15,  and  Osborne  9. 
That’s  the  way  I  figure  it  up.  Philadelphia 
will  give  Hastings  at  least  30  votes.  The 
Philadelphia  people  are  for  him,  and  the 
delegates  dare  not  go  back  on  him.  ”  R 

At  the  Montooth  headquarters,  opened 
this  morning,  -Col.  H.  H.  Byram  had  charge 
with  the  gallant  Major  and  welcomed  the 
many  callers.  The  Allegheny  delegates  gea- 
erally  were  doing  good  work  for  Major  Mon¬ 
tooth,  and  said  they  would  vote  for  him  un¬ 
til  a  nomination  was  made.  There  is  no 
doubt  of  Major  Montooth’s  personal  popu¬ 
larity,  as  pretty  much  everybody,  whether ; 
pronounced  or  not  for  other  candidates,  J 
called  to  see  him,  and  when  an  immense 
banner  bearing  his  portrait  was  swung  to  the 
breeze  from  the  Lochiel  there  was  loud

Secretary  Stone,  with  George  Pearson  to 
aid  him  and  a  host  of  friends  from  the  north¬ 
west,  held  the  fort  in  the  Lochiel  parlor  and 
was  kept  busy  greeting  his  friends  who 
called  with  words  of  encouragement.

The  delegate  and  his  friend  stretched  the 
kinks  out  of  their  limbs  this  morning  and 
said  Harrisburg  was  the  hottest  city  this  side 
of  that  place.  To  a  certain  extent  it  was — 
last  night,  and  the  heat  and  the  no  se  was 
not  calculated  to  make  the  deleg  ite’s  slum¬ 
ber  rosy  and  peaceful.  It  may  have  been 
hot  last  night,  but  it  was  positively  “roast¬ 
ing”  this  morning — typical  of  what  the  Re¬ 
publican  party  will  give  its  opponents  next 
fall.  Despite  the  hot  weather,  however,  the 
brass  band  was  out  early  and  helped  add  to 
the  general  discomfort. 

Ac  Che  Opera  House. 

The  general  politicating  having  been  at¬ 
tended  to  daring  the  night,  and  everything 
fixed  to  flood  the  convention  with  harmony 
and  good  will  and  nominate  a  winning  ticket, 
there  remained  nothing  for  the  delegate  to 
do  but  to  follow  one  of  the  numerous  brass 
bands  and  go  to  the  Opera  House,  where  the 
mercury  was  trying  to  get  out  of  the  tube  de¬ 
spite  the  frantic  wavings  of  many  fans.  It  | 
was  red  hot  at  the  Opera  House,  but  the  heat 
was  forgotten  in  the  beauty  of  the  decora¬ 
tions.  Bright  bunting  in  all  sorts  of  fanci¬ 
ful  forms  literally  covered  everything — 
shields,  stars,  keystones,  coats  of  arms 
were  hung  about  the  room  in 
profusion.  With  the  ex^’eplion  of 
the  floor,  ceiling  and  seats,  every¬ 
thing  was  covered  with  bright  colors. 
It  was  most  elaborate  and  artistic  and  called 
forth  many  expressions  of  admiration  from 
delegates  and  others.  Such  decorating  was 
never  before  seen  in  Harrisburg.  On  the 
stage  there  were  also  a  number  of  pretty  de¬ 
signs  in  colors  and  the  chairman’s  desk  was 
heavily  draped.  Ample  accommodations 


were  made  for  the  newspaper  men,  of  whom 
there  were  at  least  eighty  actively  engaged, 
long  tables  supplied  with  everything  for 
writing  having  b.en  erected.  Back  of  these 
tables  were  tiers  oE  seats  for  spectators,  a 
novel  arrangement  that  added  considerably 
to  the  seating  capacity. 

By  9:15  the  crowd  began  to  flock  into  the 
Opera  House.  A  well  directed  force  of  men 
under  Kesident  Clerk  Voorhees  inspeetod  the 
tickets  and  ushered  people  to  their  seats. 


Every  delegate  had  a  fan,  and  he  wielded  it 


vigorously.  It  w.as  remarkable  the  number 
of  young  men  in  the  convention,  and  the  no¬ 
ticeable  absence  of  old  stagers — men 
whose  faces  have  for  years  been 

familiar  at  conventions,  and  who 

occupied  the  front  seats  until  it  was 
understood  they  had  a  cUnc’i  on  them  and 
had  pre-empted  them  for  time  and  eternity. 
This  was  essentially  a  young  men’s  conven¬ 
tion.  Among  the  first  to  come  and  take  a 
front  seat  was  Daniel  Martin,  of  Philadel¬

As  the 
delegates  were  coming  in  the  band  played 
and  the  crowd  in  the  gallery  cheered  the  fa¬ 
vorites  for  Governor  mist  vociferously.

Each  district  was  also  given  an  honorary 
secretary.  The  report  was  adopted. 

The  chair  appointed  Colonel  Coburn,  of 
Centre,  and  W.  W.  Brown,  of  McKean,  to 
conduct  Mr.  Lyon  to  the  chair. 

As  Mr,  Lyon  reached  the  stage  he  was  met 
by  Mr.  Graham,  who  said  he  welcomed  him 
to  the  honorable  station.  He  could  not  help 
thinking,  as  he  grasped  Mr.  Lyon’s  hand, 
^at  as  the  extreme  East  and  the  extreme 
West  had  been  honored  in  this  selection, 
it  was  typical  that  all  the  State 
that  lay  between  wou'd  be  united  in  their 
support  of  the  candidates  nominated  by  this 
convention.  This  clever  little  speech  of 
Mr.  Graham’s  was  greeted  with  ;oud  cheers. 
Mr.  I»yon  spoke  in  substance  as  follows:, 

OenUemn  of  the  GomznUon ;  Allow  me 
to  thank  you  for  the  honor  in  calling  me  to 
preside  over  your  deliberations.  I  accept  it 
not  only  as  a  recognition  of  the 
great  county  of  the  West  which 
gave  Harrison  for  President  over  20,- 
000  majority,  and  was  called  by  Abraham 
Lincoln  the  great  State  of  Allegheny,  but 
as  a  recognition  of  the  younger  element  in 
the  politics  of  this  State.  Our  deliberations 
go  far  have  been  very  pleasant,  and  I  sin¬ 
cerely  hope  that  they  will  continue  as  pleas- 
aut.  The  result  of  this  convention  is 
anxiously  awaited  by  the  people  of  the 
State  and  by  the  people  of  the 
whole  Nation,  The  Republican  party  is  a 
party  of'  progression.  It  is  ready  to  con¬ 
sider  and  act  on  all  the  great  questions  of  the 
times.  This  convention  is  composed  of  men 
of  all  trades  and  occupations,  coming  from 
the  various  sections  of  the  State,  and  I  am 
reminded  of  the  various  interests  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  and  of  the  effect  of  the 
utterances  of  this  convention.  The  Repub¬ 
lican  party,  during  its  thirty  years  of  life, 
has  for  a  majority  of  the  time  been  in  con¬ 
trol  of  this  State.  By  its  careful  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  finances  the  great  war  tax  is  al¬ 
most  removed,  and  we  are  now  ready  to  take 
the  step  for  equal  taxation. 

The  speaker  then  referred  to  the  tariff  and 
silver  bills  before  Congress,  demanded  jus¬ 
tice  for  the  veterans  of  the  late  war,  and  a 
ballot,  secret  and  fair,  which  shall  be 
counted. 

In  speaking  of  the  candidates  he  said  be¬ 
fore  the  day  is  ended  ive  shall  place  in 
nomination  a  man  for  Governor,  who  is  in 
every  way  fitted  to  occupy  the  Executive 
chair.  The  contest  has  been  heated  and 
close,  but  all  the  candidates  would  honor  the 
Governor’s  office.  No  matter  who  the  nom¬ 
inee  may  be,  the  defeated  candidates  will  all 
support  the  nominee,  and  the  West  will  join 
hands  with  the  East  to  triumphantly  elect 
him. 


All  through  his  speech  Mr.  Lyon  was  re¬ 
peatedly  cheered  and  applauded. 

Another  Recess. 

The  convention  decided  at  this  point  to 
place  the  candidates  for  Governor  before  that 
body,  despite  Mr.  Graham’s  protest  that  the 
platform  ought  to  be  first  considered.  The 
Committee  on  Platform  was  not  ready  to 
report,  and  time  was  flying  too  quickly  for 
David  Lane,  and  he  pressed  the  point  by 
proceeding  to  name  the  candidates  tc 
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the  extent  of  carrying  his  molion.  Jnst 

as  everybody  expected  somebody  to  get 
up  and  touch  off  the  orator, cal 
fireworks  Frank  Willing  Leach  discovered 
that  Mr.  Carter,  who  was  to  name  Senator 
Delamater,  was  out  with  the  Platform  Com¬ 
mittee.  At  this  news  General  Fisher 
moved  that  a  recess  of  an  hour  be 
taken.  It  was  a  mighty  close 

vote  on  that  motion,  but  Chairman 
Lyon  settled  it  by  declaring  it  carried  and 
the  delegates  fled  from  the  heated  room. 


ONCB  MORE  AT  WORK. 

Getting  Down  to  Hard  Can  and  Naming 
the  Ticket. 

Long  before  the  recess  hour  was  up  the 
delegates  began  to  flock  into  the  hall,  and 
the  cheers  for  various  candidates  mingled 
with  the  music  of  the  band.  If  anything, 
the  convention  was  more  vociferous  than  ever. 
It  cheered  for  all  the  candidates.  Senator 
Cameron,  Senator  Quay,  C.  L.  Magee,  State 
Treasurer  Boyer,  George  S.  Graham  and 
pretty  much  everybody,  being  in  the  greatest 
good  humor,  and  finally  it  called  on  the  band 
to  play  “Marching  Through  Georgia,” 
joining  in  the  chorus  with  a 
wilL  When  it  came  to  patriotism 


and  Union  sentiment  that  convenTion  cer¬ 
tainly  beat  anything  that  has  been  held  in 
Harrisburg  in  twenty-five  years.  It  fairly 
went  wild  over  patriotic  music  and  sa  g  and 
shouted,  and  cheer  d  and  hurrahed  as 
if  it  were  wild.  F  nally  it  spied 
Treasurer  Boyer  on  the  stage  and  it 
began  to  call  for  him  to  make 
a  speech.  The  goo<l-natured  Treasurer,  af¬ 
ter  repeated  calls,  arose  and  said  he 
would  not  make  .a  speech,  as  he  had 
already  written  all  the  speeehes  that 
were  to  be  made  this  afternoen,  and  it 
had  incapacitated  him  from  any  further 

effort.  He  begged  to  be  excused.  The  ! 
galleries  laughed  and  refused  to  be  put  off, 
insisting  that  Chairman  Andrews  should 
make  a  speech,  but  the  good-natured  chair¬ 
man  shook  his  bead  and  refused  to  talk. 

Called  to  Order. 

At  2 :30  the  convention  was  called  to  order. 

>  Report  of  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

Mr.  Gilbert,  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Resolutions,  presented  the  report  of  that 
committee,  and  was  invited  to  the  platform 
to  read  the  report.  Mr.  Gilbert  w'as  greeted 
with  great  applause  as  he  stepped  upon  the 


"llie, following  is  the  full  text  #f  the 
.Fiatform  : 

Once  more  the  Republicans  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  convention 
assembled  send  fraternal  greetings  to  their 
party  brethern  throughout  the  Nation,  and 
congratulate  them  and  ourselves  upon  the 
victory  won  in  18S8  by  the  purity  of  Repnb- 
lican  principles  and  the  patriotism  of  Repub¬ 
lican  citizenship. 

In  keeping  with  the  history  and  the  duty 
of  our  party,  we  make  the  following  declara¬ 
tion  of  princip  es  for  the  betterment  of  po¬ 
litical  government  and  the  benefit  of  our 
fellow-citizens: 

We  believe  that  every  Iwwful  voter  has 
the  right  to  cast  a  free  ballot  at  every  public 
election,  and  have  it  properly  counted  and 
certified;  and  we  call  upon  Congress  to 
adopt  such  legislation  as  will  prevent  a 
;  suppression  or  falsification  of  the  vote  of  our 
i  fellow-citizens  at  elections  for  officers  of 
National  Government  and  will  end  political 
!  slavery  throughout  the  nation. 

Oar  care  for  the  welfare  of  those,  who 
upon  the  field  of  battle  carried  to  triumph 
the  principles  of  Republican  faith,  will  end 
only  when  the  last  loyal  soldier  of  the  civil 
war  shall  have  entered  into  his  honored  rest. 

We  heartily  command  the  course  of  the 
present  Congress  for  its  passage  of  the  disa¬ 
bility  pension  bill,  whereby  every  soldier  and 
sailor  of  the  Repnblic,  disabled  from  any 
cause,  may  obtain  from  the  Government  ho 
has  faithfully  served  the  means  of  livelihood, 
and  we  will  not  cease  to  urge  upon  the  Na 
tional  Legi-lature  the  passage  in  the  near 
future  of  such  a  service  pension  bill  in  behalf 
of  the  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  war  for  the 
Un  on  as  shall  place  them  on  an  equal  foot¬ 
ing  with  the  defenders  of  the  Republic  in  all 
previous  wars. 

The  claim  which  the  citizens  of  the  border 
counties  of  our  Commonwealth  make  upon 
the  General  Government  for  reimbursement 
for  the  loss  they  sustained  in  their  homes 
and  property  at  the  hands  of  the  enemy  dur¬ 
ing  the  late  war,  is  one  which  national 
patriotism  should  respect  and  honor,  and  we 
urge  upon  our  Congressmen  the  use  of  every 
proper  effort  to  have  it  quickly  and  com¬ 
pletely  satisfied. 

We  endorse  the  tariff  bill  called  the  “Mc¬ 
Kinley  bill,  ”  in  the  form  in  which  it  was 
passed  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  and 
we  denounce  the  criticism  passed  upon  th  it 
bill  in  the  English  Parliament  as  an  unwar¬ 
ranted  interfeence  by  a  foreign  nation  with 
the  right  of  the  American  people  to  protect 
I  American  industries. 

We  reaffirm  one  of  the  earliest  principles  of 
our  party  when  we  declare  that  American  ■ 
workers  shonld,  like  American  maunfac- 
turers,  receive  national  protection;  and  we  i 
request  of  the  General  Government  the 
strictest  enforcement  of  the  laws  forbidding 
the  entrance  into  and  employment  in  this 
country  of  pauper  and  contract  laborers  of 
foreign  nations.  ' 

We  urge  upon  Congress  the  immediate  > 
necessity  of  passing  such  legislation  as  will 
■prevent  the  importation  and  sale  of  oleomar-  ' 
garine,  and  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this 
Commonwealth,  contrary  to  our  acts  of  As- 
_§amblx regulating  and  restricting  the  same. 


and  empower  every  State  to  enforce  its  local  *  \ 
laws  relating  thereto  in  the  manner  and  in 
accordance  with  the  intent  and  purpose  with 
which  they  were  enacted. 

The  phenomenal  increase  of  our  popula¬ 
tion  and  of  our  commerce,  foreign  and  do-  i 
mestic,  with  the  decrease  in  the  circulation  | 
of  our  national  banks,  renders  it  impera-  . 
lively  essential  to  the  general  good,  in  our  ^ 
judgment,  that  there  shall  be  a  | 

speedy  and  substantial  increase  j 
in  the  currency  of  the  country, 

uncompromisingly  hostile  to  monometalism, 
whether  of  gold  or  silver,  and  earnestly  's 
favoring  the  use  of  both  as  coin  metals. 
The  Republican  party  of  Pennsylvania  de¬ 
mands  the  enactment  by  the  Congress  now 
in  session  of  such  legislation  as  will,  while 
securing  the  fullest  use  of  silver  as  money, 
most  certainly  secure  and  maintain  a  parity 
between  the  two  metals. 

Ballot  reform  is,  and  will  remain,  the 
watchword  of  our  party  in  every  State,  and 
we  especially  congratulate  our  'political 
brethern  in  New  Vork  upon  the  fact  that  al¬ 
though  their  Democratic  Governor  could  de¬ 
form,  he  could  not  wholly  de'eat  their  ef¬ 
forts  to  secure  a  free  ballot  for  every  Ameri¬ 
can  voter  throughout  their  State. 

We  charge  the  members  of  the  next  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  with  the  duty  to  pass  such 
laws,  and  if  necessity  should  arise,  to  pro-  ! 
vide  for  such  changes  in  the  Constitution  of 
our  State,  as  will  insure  to  every  voter  per¬ 
fect  secrecy  and  freedom  in  exercising  his 
tight  of  suffrage. 

For  almost  thirty  years  the  finances  of  1 
this  State  have  been  under  theicontrol  of  our 
party.  During  that  time  we  devised  a  sys¬ 
tem  of  taxing  corporations  which  serves  as  a 
pattern  for,  and  has  been  taken  as  a  guide 
by  many  sister  States,  in  their  efforts  to  col¬ 
lect  revenue  for  public  purposes. 

We  have  paid  off  the  debt  which  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  party  of  this  State  created  during  a

schools,  for  the  supply  of  text-books  for  use, 
and  to  making  appropriations  for  the  im¬ 
provement  of  the  pablic  roads,  for  the  care 
of  the  indigent  insane,  for  the  expenses  of 
the  jury  system,  and  of  the  holding  of  the 
general  elections. 

If  thereby  there  should  be  necessity  for 
enlarging  ohr  surplus  revenue  we  favor  a 
!  just  an^  equitable  increase  in  the  taxation  j 
of  property  of  ^rporations.  _  j 


We  recomiliend'  the  local  system  of 
laxAtion  be  ao  reformed  as  to  permit  the 
;;axstioii  of  moneyed  capital  for  local  pur¬ 
poses  ta  snch  an  extent.as  to  enable  the  local 
anthorl^ea  to  rednce  the  rate  of  taxation 
upon  nM  estate  to  an  equitable  basis. 

We  ilqaite  of  the  General  Assembly  vigi¬ 
lance  in  making  appropriation  of  the  public 
money,  and  of  ohr  charitable  institutions  re¬ 
ceiving  State  aid  the  strictest  economy  in  the 
expenditnres. 

We  haartily  endorse  the  administration  of 
President  Harrison,  and  declare  that  its  wise 
conservatism,  its  undoubted  integrity  and 
its  manifest  efficiency  deserves  the  unquali- 
fted  approval  of  the  whole  nation.  ' 

We  gratefully  record  the  continued  confi- 
idence  of  the  Eepnblicsns  of  Pennsylvania 
in  the  wisdom,  integrity  and  statesmanship 
of  the  ELoa.  J.  Donald  Cameron,  our  Senior 
I  Senator  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  so  emphati¬ 
cally  manifest  in  all  his  past  services,  and 
v^e  accept  them  as  positive  assurances  for 
his  faithfulness  and  efficiency  in  the  future.

The  magnitude  of  my  surroundings  and 
the  importance  of  the  work  to  be  done  em- 
ba’-rsss  me  not  a  little,  and  although  I  be- 


J  hold  familiar xaces  here  and  there  threugh- 
I  out  this  large  audience,  a  majority  of  those 
j  within  the  sound  of  my  voice  are  strangers. 
In  the  midst  of  this  embarrassment,  how¬ 
ever,  it  is  pleasant  to  remember  that,  al¬ 
though  strangers  in  form  and  feature,  all 
are  friends  and  fellow  citizdns  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  and  that  greater  commonwealth — the 
United  States,  Whatever  then  may  be  onr 
individual  hopes  or  ambitions,  it  matters  but 
little,  so  long  as  the  history,  traditions  and 
glory  of  the  State  and  Nation  are  maintained. 

To  preserve  these  and  to  make  the  task 
easy  fer  every  citizen  to  perform  his  duty  to 
both  State  and  Nation,  political  parties  are 
called  into  being;  and  in  harmony  with 
established  custom  this  convention  is  to-day 
assembled. 

The  history  of  the  Republican  party,  for 
more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century,  like  the 
history  of  Pennsylvania  itself,  may  be  lik¬ 
ened  to  a  chapter  in  the  book  of  nature- 
complete  in  detail ;  luxuriant  in  growth  and 
development;  grand  in  design  and  construc¬ 
tion;  worthy  alike  of  the  founders  of  this 
progressive  Commonwealth  and  the  grand 
party  of  Emancipation,  made  glorious  and 
everlasting  by  the  leadershfp  of  Abraham 
Lincoln.

the  faithful  patriotism  of  Andrew  G.  Curtin, 
the  War  Governor  of  this  Commonwealth; 
the  magnetic  and  sterling  integrity  of 
Samuel  J.  Randall;  the  fine  sense  of  public 
duly  of  the  lamented  Wm.  D.  Kelley,and  ;he  ' 
martial  fame  of  Gen.  Winfield  S,  Hancock,  ' 
the  hero  of  Gettysburg.  ’  j 

We  are  fortunate,  fellow-citizens,  in  hav¬ 
ing  snch  an  histo  y;  but  more  for  nuate  in 
iBe  possession  of  political  institutions,  man-  ; 
aged  in  such  a  form,  as  to  preserve  the  tra¬ 
ditions  of  snch  a  progressive  people. 

We  meet  to-day  as  Pennsylvanians  and  will 
deal  with  matters  concerning  this  Common- 
I  wealth  M  besoEse  mm  aadcitiscBS  of  a  great 

State — second  onl^  to  one  of  her  sister 
States  in  population  and  garnered  wealth. 
She  is,  however,  pre-eminently  at  the  head 
of  the  Republican  column,  and  wa  rejoice  in 
the  record  of  her  victories  and  majorities. 

It  has  been  very  properly  said:  “The  Re¬ 
publican  party  of  Pennsylvania  Is  not  an  ex¬ 
clusive  organization.  Its  principles  are  as 


free  as  the  air  we  breathe  ""oT"  t^'^unlight 
which  we  enjoy.  Any  man  who  looks  for¬ 
ward  and  not  backward,  whois  honest,  faith¬ 
ful  and  brave,  and  whose  tendencies  are  for 
the  elevation  of  mankind  is  invited  to  take 
part  in  its  management.”

majority.  He^  the  representative  of ‘no 
faction,  bat  of  the  whole  people.  A  man 
who  is  the  nndispnted  owner  of  his  manhood, 
a  man  who  will  receive  the  united 
and  cordial  support  of  the  whole  party.  In 
all  the  history  of  the  grand  old  party  there 
never  was  a  time  for  a  calmer  and  more  de¬ 
liberate  judgment.  The  people  of  all  classes 
to  day  are  looking  with  anxious  eyes  to  this 
convention. 

This  convention  is  nnprecedented  in  its  can¬ 
didates,  and  its  delegates.  Weigh  well, 
then,  and  decide  well.  Giave  results  may 
result.  Ever  since  the  election  of  the  hon¬ 
ored  Harrisou  Republicanism  has  been  at 
ebb  tide,  and  the  time  has  come  topnta  stop 
to  it. 

Bom  on  the  banks  of  the  Susquehanna,  of 
poor  parents,  unaided  by  no  one  our  candidate 
determined  to  carve  bis  way  to  fame.  As  a 
school  boy,  as  a  teacher,  as  a  lawyer  he  was 
always  at  the  top. 

Three  times  did  he  ask  to  join  the  ranks 
of  the  Union  Blue,  and  three  times  was  it 
denied  him,  because  he  was  under  15  years 
of  age.  In  1888,  standing  in  the  great  au- 
ditorium  at  Chicago,  be  placed  in  nomina¬ 
tion  for  President  one  of  Pennsylvania’s 
greatest  citizens,  and  from  that  time  his 
matchless  oratory  was  demanded  in  every 
Northern  State.

His  reference  to 
Johnst  jwn  was  the  signal  for  another  out¬ 
burst,  and  the  excited  throng  seized  the 
flags  that  draped  the  wall  and  waved  them 
until  the  room  was  a  vast  sea  of  red,  white 
and  blue. 

Seconding  Hastings. 

Mr.  Schaffer,  of  Delaware,  an  intelligent 
looking  young  man,  made  a  splendid  speech 
in  seconding  Hastings’  nomination.  His 
speech  was  on  the  ground  that 
the  Repub’ican  party  demanded 
Hastings’  nomination  to  ensure  success.  He 
referred  to  the  great  Pennsylvania  leaders, 
and  in  a  most  eloquent  peroration  named 
General  Hastings.  Mr.  Schaffer  made  a 
splendid  speech,  and  was  cheered  vocifer¬ 
ously.

Mr.  Dart,  of  Luzerne,  a  ^ntleinan  with 
a  deep  bass  voice,  placed  the  came  of  Gen. 
E.  S.  Osborne  before  the  convention.  He 
began  with  an  eloquent  eulogy  of  the  Re¬ 
publican  party,'  and  then  cautioned 
it  to  go  slow  in  the  mat¬ 
ter  of  making  a  nomination.  There  is 
plenty  of  good  material,  but  Luzerne  has  a 
candidate  who  is  pre-eraident.  The  speaker 
sketched  the  military  and  civic  history  of 
General  Osborne,  which  he  demonstrated  was 
the  equal  of  any  Pennsylvanian.  Mr.  Dart 
made  no  pretention  to  being  an  orator,  but 
his  plain,  straightforward  manner  went  far 
to  his  holding  the  audience. 

Mr.  Halsey,  of  Wilkes-Barre,  seconded 
the  nomination  of  General  Osborne  in  a 
feeling  speech,  in  which  he  plead  for 
the  recognition  of  the  soldiers  as  that  most 
popular  with  the  masses. 

Alontooth  Named. 

Major  Moreland,  of  Pittsburg,  placed  the 
name  of  Major  E.  A.  Montooth  before  the 
convention.  Major  Moreland  said  he  would 
not  detaia  the  convention  long,  and 
yet  the  convention  did  not  want  him 
to  stop,  after  he  bad  talked  the  al¬ 
lotted  time.  He  made  an  eloquent 
plea  for  the  gallant  Allegheny  man,  pictur¬ 
ing  his  record  as  a  soldier,  as  a  civilian  and 
a  man  of  the  people.  Then  Mr.  Moreland 
eulogized  Allegheny  county,  and  demanded 
that  her  rights  be  recognized  in  the  nomina¬ 
tion  of  Major  Montooth. 

I  Secretary  Stone  Named. 

Mr.  Rice,  of  Warren,  bad  a  pleasant  duty 
to  perform  in  naming  his  fellow-townsman, 
Hon.  Charles  W.  Stone,  for  Governor,  and 
he  made  an  eloquent  speech  in  doing  it.  Mr. 
Rice  paid  a  glowing  tribute  to  the  able  Sec¬ 
retary,  -classing  him  in  the  first  rank  of 
Pennsylvania’s  statesmen. 

Ex-Congressman  Brown,  of  M’Eean,  said 
this  was  a  hot  day,  but  it  would  appear  very 
cold  compared  to  some  of  the  days  between  now 
and  November  if  the  convention  did  not  do 
its  business  properly.  He  wanted  to  name  the 
most  quiet  candid£.te  in  the  field,  but  if  he  is 
nominated  the  question  of  election  is  elimi¬ 
nated  from'  the  case — he  is  already  elected 
and  ip  the  Gubernatorial  chair — a  true  and 
tried  man  in  every  walk  of  life — Charles  W. 
Stone,  of  Warren, 

McCormick  Named. 

Mr.  Emerson  Collins,  of  Lycoming,  named 
Congresman  Henry  W.  McCormick,  of  Wil¬ 
liamsport,  for  Governor,  whom  he  desig¬ 
nated  as  the  leader  and  the  light 
of  the  West  Branch  Valley.  Through 
his  efforts  the  Republican  organization  of 
Lycoming  county  is  kept  up  His  popularity 
is  attested  by  his  election  to  Congress,  where 
his  record  is  a  proud  eulogy.  Liberal  cheers 
greeted  the  young  orator  through  his  speech. 

This  ended  the  speech  making.

Another  P  bila- 
delphian  followed  suit,  then  Foster, 
of  Luzerne,  passed  from  Osborne  to  Delama¬ 
ter,  and  a  Lycoming  man  jumped  from  Mc¬ 
Cormick  to  Delamater.  There  were  other 
changes,  but  when  they  got  through  it  was 
.  found  the  corrected  ballot  was  as  follows :

The  announcement  of  this  vote  set  the 
convention  wild,  and  there  was  the  most  vo¬ 
ciferous  cheering  and  waving  of  flags. 

Mr.  Flinn,  of  Allegheny,  seconded  by 
Watts,  of  Cumberland,  and  Schaffer,  Dela¬ 
ware,  moved  to  make  the  nomination  unani¬ 
mous,  and  it  was  carried  with  a  rush. 

There  was  considerable  confusion  at  the 
end  of  this  ballot.  Six  of  the  Philadelphia 
delegates  jumped  from  Hastings  to  Dela¬ 
mater  and  one  Fayette  delegate  flooped  from 
Montooth  to  Delamater.  A  Delaware  man 
went  from  Stone  to  Delamater  and  a  Frank¬ 
lin  man  from  Hastings  to  Stone.  Hastings 
gained  one  in  Lehigh  and  one  In 
Luzerne,  while  Delamater  took  one  from 
Hastings  in  Pike,  two  from  Osborne  in  Som¬ 
erset  and  one  from  Hastings  in  Union. 

The  convention  then  took  a  recess  until  7 
o’clock. 


George  WnUace  Delamater* 

George  Wallace  Delamater  was  born  in 
Meadville,  Crawford  county,  March  31st, 
1849.  He  was  graduated  from  Allegheny 
College  in  his  native  town  in  his  twentieth 
year,  and  afterward  entered  the  Harvard 
Law  School.  After  having  finished  a  thor¬ 
ough  course  in  law  he  entered  the  office  of 
L.  H.  Richmond  &  Sons,  of  Meadville,  and 
was  shortly  afterward  admitted  to  practice 
at  the  bar.  He  spent  about  three  years  in 
active  professional  life,  at  the  end  of  which 
i  period  he  engaged  in  various  business  enter 
prises  to  which  he  has  since  devoted  his  tirat 
I  and  energy  with  reasonable  success.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  banking 'house  of  Delamater 
&  Co.,  of  Meadville,  a  director  of  the  Mer¬ 
chants’  National  Bank,  president  and  owner 
of  a  controlling  interest  in  the  Meadville  and 
Linesville  railway  company,  president  of  the 
Meadville  fuel  gas  company,  and  actively 
connected  with  many  other  local  enterprises. 
He  always  been  a  staunch  Republican,  ac- 
;  tive  in  promoting  the  interests  of  his  party.  H< 
'  was  mayor  of  Meadville  in  1876,  Senatorial 
delegate  to  the  State  convention  in  1878, 
■  chairman  of  the  Republican  county  commit 


tee  in  the  cam^^ns  of  1878  anJ  1879,  and 
in  1880  he  was  one  of  the  Garfield  Tresi- 
dential  electors  for  Pennsylvania.  lie  was 
elected  to  the  State  Senate  in  1886. 

Senator  Delamater  has  proved  his  capacity 
for  political  leadership  by  his  remarkable 
success  in  uniting  the  Republicans  of  the 
Northwestern  part  of  the  State  in  one  un¬ 
faltering  phalanx  for  the  support  of  Repub¬ 
lican  candidates  in  State  campaigns  in  the 
past  few  years.  His  leadership  and  man¬ 
agement  of  party  affairs  in  his  section  of  the 
State  have  been  wise  and  discreet.

Street  cars  and  every  kind  of  business  did 
a  rushing  trade,  and  the  shopkeepers  are 
correspondingly  happy. 

There  was  no  cessation  of  band  music,  one 
or  another  being  in  active  operation  all  day, 
and  before  most  of  ns  had  taken  breakfast. 

Though  the  Opera  House  was  crowded  al¬ 
most  to  suffocation  there  seemed  be  no 
diminution  ot  the  crowds  on  the  street  to¬ 
day. 

The  crowds  in  front  of  the  Opera  House 
watched  the  bulletin  board  from  the  cool 
shadows  of  our  beautiful  park  with  much 
interest. 

A  good  thing  for  those  who  did  not  care 
to  or  could  not  go  to  the  convention  was  a 
bulletin  boird  on  the  second  story  of  the 
Opera  House  that  announced  the  ballots  for 
the  candidates  as  they  were  counted.

Lancaster,  supporting  E.  BL  Martin  for 
Lieutenant  Governor,  came  down  Third 
street  yesterday,  and  with  them  a  man  who 
was  continually  urging  them  to  “Cheer! 
Why  don’t  you  cheer  I”  He  came  to  a  large 
I  fellow,  as  black  as  the  ace  of  spades,  and 

told  him  to  “Cheer!  Cheer  like - !’’  The 

colored  man  turned  to  him  and  yelled : 
“Well,  jamb  ns.  Boss,  jamb  us!" 

The  people  who  find  it  necessary  to  use 
Market  and  Third  stieets  for  driving, experi¬ 
ence  considerable  difiSculty  in  keeping  out  of 
the  way  of  pedestrians.  A  prominent  mer¬ 
chant,  of  South  Second  street  was  nearly 
run  over  by  a  farmer  with  a  large  and  pow¬ 
erful  horse,  the  horse  knocking  him  over 
I  into  the  arms  of  a  passer-by. 

The  crowds  about  the  Opera  House  going 
in  and  coming  out  were  so  great  that  the 
I  only  way  some  men  could  get  to  the  street 
I  was  by  means  of  the  large  telegraph  poles 
'  that  goes  up  to  tbe  first  floor.  The  crowd 
.  cheered  with  delight  as  one  man  slipped  and  i 
fell  nearly  the  whole  distance. 

The  Major  E.  A.  Montooth  brass  band,  of 
Allegheny  City,  gave  the  Teleghaph  a 
most  delightful  serenade  this  afternoon,  and 
proved  itself  fully  equal  to  any  band  at  pres¬ 
ent  in  the  city.

It  is  not  likely  that  Harrisburg  will  be 
flooded  soon  again  with  such  awaveot  politi¬ 
cal  enthusiasm  as  swept  over  it  last  night. 
Harrisbu'g  was  fairly  ablaze  with  red  fire 
and  rockets  and  romaa  candles  sent  their 
fitful  flashes  out  over  the  housetops  on  every 
principal  street.  In  front  of  the 
Lochiel  Hotel  the  crush  was  tremendous 
and  at  times  the  intersection  at  Third  and 
Market  streets  was  so  great  that  it  v/as  next 
'  to  impossible  for  a  man  to  extricate  himself. 

It  was  a  good  natured  crowd  withal  and  the 
Telegkaph  has.  to  hear  of  a  single  serious 
disturbance.  In  spite  of  the  sweltering  at¬ 
mosphere  the  crowds  cheered  and  cheered 
until  hoarseness  and  loss  of  voice  compelled 
a  ces-Ation.  Hundreds  of  strangers  never 
went  to  bed  at  all  and  they  will  not  until  they 
get  back  home.  The  Delamater  clubs  had 
prepared  early  in  the  evening  for  a.  grand  ' 
demonstration  at  dusk.  It  was  arranged  in 
three  divisions,  officered  as  follows :  Meade

A  similar  street  parade  was  planned  by 
the  Hastings  clubs  from  Bellefonce,  I'y  one,  1 
I  Altoona,  Huntingdon,  West  Chester,  Lan- 

caster  and  other  towns.  It  was  to  go  to  the 
depot  and  escort  up  town  the  White  Rose 
Hastings  club,  of  York,  with  Dr.  James  ' 
Dale  as  chief  marshal.  Both  parades  started  . 
at  about  8 .30.  For  the  next  three  quarters 
of  an  hour  Harrisburg  was  pandemonium  it¬ 
self.

line  was  lengthened  by  the  addition  of  the 
rarions  Passmore  and  Martin  clnbs  and  the 
Penrose  club,  of  Philadelphia. 

The  two  processions  marched  and  couter- 
raarched  until  they  got  tired.  Frequently 
they  would  meet  at  the  Lochiel.  Then  the 
Delamater  men  would  pass  down  Third 
street  while  the  Hastings  forces  would  con¬ 
tinue  straight  along  Market.  Fireworks  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  candidates  were  shot  off  on 
'  both  sides  of  the  hotel.  It  was  a  beautiful 
'  sight.  As  the  second  section  of  the  Dela¬ 
mater  procession  passed  the  Lochiel  going 
down  Third  street,  one  of  the  delegations  of 
the  Hastings  line  cut  through  on  its  way  up 
Market  street.  Instead  of  a  row,  a  good- 
natured  cheer  weut  up,  and  the  Hastings 
delegation  kept  filing  through.  Thousands 
I  of  people  were  massed  at  the  intersection  of 
the  two  streets.  The  cut-off  Delamater  con¬ 
tingent  made  another  spurt,  broke  through 
the  oppositiou  Hues,  got  auother  current 
started  and  filed  on  amid  tremendous  cheers. 
Three  times  these  altematiug  breaks  were 
made  in  the  course  of  five  minutes,  and  it 
looked  at  one  time  as  though  some  heads 
would  get  hurt.  They  ouly  got  swelled, 
however,  and  the  weather  clerk  acted  as 
peacemaker  by  cooling  them  off  with  a 
shower. 

The  Hastings  Club  from  Mechanicsbnrg, 
Cumberland  county,  was  large  and  was 
headed  by  Kobert  H.  Thomas,  jr.,  so'nof  the 
prominent  granger  and  secretary  of  the  Pa¬ 
trons  of  Husbandry.  With  this  delegation 
came  the  two  Cumberland  county  delegates. 
Dr.  Musser  and  Captain  E.  B.  Watts.  Col. 
Gallagher,  of  Chester  county,  was  the  chief 
marshal  of  the  Hastings  parade.  His  as¬ 
sistants  were  George  Kennedy, B.  B.  Hamlin 
and  0.  S.  Houtz,  ©f  Harrisburg.  It  was 
nip  and  tuck  between  the  Delamater  and 
Hastings  people,  and  each  declares  its  de¬ 
monstration  surpassed  the  other  in  numerical 
force  and  enthusiasm.  However  that  may 
be  there  is  no  question  about  the  fine  appear¬ 
ance  of  both  and  loyalty  of  the  followers  to 
their  respective  favorites  for  Governor.

When  the  Republican  Convention  reass 
bled  at  7  o  clock  last  evening  the  work  t 
had  to  do,  ao  far  as  the  Lieutenant  Go' 
norship  wag  concerned,  seemed  to  be  knc 
m  advance.  \  The  impression  had  got  abr 
that  bonator  Lewis  A.  Watres  would  get 
nomination  ior  second  place  on  the  ticl 
Thefriendr  of  E.  K.  Martin,  of  LancasI 
dw  not  give  up  the  contest, 
Martin  was^toced  in-nomination  by  E. 


Ly te,  jpfyXalcasfef;  in  a  torciorAsilR  vigor¬ 
ous  speeeh.  AHe  refened  to  Lancaster’s  lo- 
catioo,  to  h^r  increashl^^epublican  majori¬ 
ties,  and  to  (he  fact  t^t^e  had  never  had 
a  representative  oh  the  State  ticket.  He 
said  his  candidate  was  one  of  the  boys  who 
left  Lancaster  county  and  went  to  the  front 
to  fight  for  his  country  when  but  16  years 
of  age.  His  candidate,  he  said,  would  not 
only  add  strength  to  the  ticket,  but  would 
fill  the  office  honorably  and  with  credit  to 
himself  and  to  the  party.  When  Prof.  Lyte 
named  his  candidate  there  were  cheers  in  the 
galleries. 

Watres  Nominated. 

Senator  Watres  was  nominated  by  Ever¬ 
ett  Warren,  of  Lackawanna,  who  said  bis 
candidate  was  a  self-made  man.  He  was  a 
man  for  whom  all  Republicans  could  turn 
in  without  any  difficulty.  He  referred  to 
the  fact  that  Senator  Watres  had  twice  car¬ 
ried  a  strong  Democratic  county  by  more 
than  1,500  majority.  He  said  Senator 
Watres  would  add  strength  to  the  ticket  al¬ 
ready  assured  of  success  by  its  candidate  for 
Governor. 

Samuel  E.  Cavin,  of  Philadelphia,  placed 
Colonel  J.  A.  M.  Passmore  in  nomination. 

;  He  claimed  the  nomination  was  due  Colonel 
:  Passmore,  in  order  that  he  might  have  an 
opportunity  to  go  before  the  people  for  a 
vindication.  Ex-Congressmau  Brnmra,  of 
Schuylkill,  seconded  the  nomination  of 
Passmore  in  an  able  and  impassioned  speech. 
He  made  an  earnest  appeal  for  Passmore’s 
nomination,  saying  that  the  party  owed  it  to 
him. 

The  nominations  closed  with  Mr.  Brumm’s 
speech,  and  the  roll-call  was  immediately 
ordered.  By  the  time  Allegheny  county  had 
cast  its  almost  solid  vote  for  Watres,  it  be¬ 
came  apparent  that  the  Lackawanna  mau 
was  the  winner,  and  Mr.  Brumm  withdrew 
the  name  of  Passmore  to  simplify  matters. 

The  balloting  resulted  in  the  nomination 
of  Watres,  who  received  165  votes,  to  36  re¬ 
ceived  by  E.  K.  Martin.  The  nomination 
was  afterward  made  unanimous. 

The  rest  of  the  ticket  was  quickly  com¬ 
pleted,  Colonel  Thomas  J.  Sttwart  being 
nominated  on  motion  of  W.  D.  Porter,  of 
Allegheny,  by  acclamation. 

The  State  Chalrinanaliip. 

The  surprise  came  when  the  convention 
proceeded  to  elect  a  chairman  of  the  State 
Committee,  whose  term  will  begin  in  Jannary 
next.  Whey  nominations  were  called  for 
Chairman  Andrews,  who  had  taken  his  place 
down  in  the  barqnet  circle  with  the  Crawford 
county  delegation,  arose  and  nominated 
Adjutant  General  Hastings.  Ex-SherifiE 
William  R,  Leeds,  of  Philadelphia,  arose 
and  asked  if  the  Adjutant  General  wonld 
accept  the^sition.  Mr.  Andrews  stated 
[  that  he  woilOT,  whereupon  he  was  elected  by 
'  acclamation. 

The  convention  closed  with  the  usual 
formality  of  presenting  the  nominees  to  the 
delegates.  A  committee,  of  which  Alfred

prises  in  a  large  degree  the  mining  portion  of 
Lackawanna  and  Luzerne  counties.  Although 
the  district  is  Democratic,  Watres’  personal 
popularity  won  him  an  electiou  by  a  hand¬ 
some  majority.

Thomas  3.  Stewart. 

Thos.  J.  Stewart  i^as  born  near  Belfast, 
Ireland,  September  11th,  1848,  and  was 
brought  to  this  country  by  his  parents  early 
in  1849.  Has  resided  in  Norristown,  Mont¬ 
gomery  county,  since  that  time;  was  edu¬ 
cated  in  the  common  schools  of  Norristown 
and  at  the  Quaker  City  Business  College,  in 
Philadelphia.  At  the  age  of  16  years  he  en¬ 
tered  the  army,  serving  as  private  in  com¬ 
pany  “C,”  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-eighth 
regimeht  Pennsylvania  Volunteers,  and  was 
discharged  therefrom  June  23d,  1865.  After 
his  return  home,  he  completed  his  studies 
and  entered  into  business  life.  Since  1870, 
he  has  been  identified  with  the  manufacture 
of  window  glass,  both  as  manufacturer  and 
dealer.  Since  1882,  has  been  Assistant  Ad¬ 
jutant  General  of  the  Department  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  Grand  Army  of  ths  Republic,  and 
was  also  appointed  Assistant  Adjutant  Gen¬ 
eral  of  the  United  States,  in  the  same  or¬ 
ganization,  for  the  years  1884  and  1885. 
Has  been  identified  with  the  National  Guard 
of  Pennsylvania  since  1869,  and  has  been 
adjutant  of  the  Sixth  regiment  infantry 
since  1877.  Served  as  a  member  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  from  Montgomery 
county  1885  and  1886,  and  was  the  author  of 
the  act  known  as  the  “Soldiers’  Burial  Bill,  ’  ’ 
which  was  passed  over  the  Governor’s  veto. 
Was  appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  as  a  member  of  the  com¬ 
mission  to  locate  and  establish  a  home  for 
disabled  and  indigent  soldiers  and  sailors  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  upon  the  organization  of 
the  commission  was  made  secretary,  and 
afterwards  was  elected  secretary  of  the 
board  of  trustees.
